VIENNA— (HNS >— What  loyal  Commu¬ 
nists  are  expected  to  know  and  believe 
about  the  Bible  and  religion  is  summed 
up  in  a  new  Russian  dictionary  issued

He  also  said  that  in  all  the  schools  of 
America  there  were  only  150  Negroes 
with  B.  D.  degrees  available  per  year, 
an  extremely  low  figure  for  a  denomina¬ 
tion  with  30,000  churches.  In  12  Negro 
colleges  there  are  only  353  undergradu¬ 
ates  who  say  they  will  enter  the  Baptist 
ministry  and  only  100  of  these  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  finish. 

Dr.  Reid  was  reporting  to  the  Joint 
Conference  Committee  on  Theological 
Education  for  Negroes  set  up  by  South¬ 
ern,  American  and  National  Inc.  Bap¬ 
tist  Conventions. 

His  preliminary  findings  also  showed 
that  the  American  Baptist  Theologicel 
Seminary  at  Nashville  had  a  wider  stu¬ 
dent  appeal  for  Negroes  then  any  other 
theological  school  in  America.  He  celled 
it  "the  dynamic  approach"  to  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  Negroes  for  the  ministry.  "How¬ 
ever,"  ho  added,  "It  Is  a  poor  school." 
He  said  that  buildings,  equipment  and 
the  library  make  it  impossible  to  achieve 
accreditation.  He  cited  as  the  reason  for 
Its  wide  appeal  the  fact  that  the  school 
offered  a  Ph.  D.  degree  for  work  of  sob- 
seminary  level.

In  every  nation  of  Asia  I  have  been 
asked  about  the  abuses  suffered  by  Ne¬ 
groes  in  America.  Communist  propagan- 
do  has  played  up  newspaper  stories  of 
injustices  suffered  by  Negroes.  Every 
American,  and  surely  every  Christian, 
is  ashamed  of  any  form  of  Injustice. 
We  admit  our  democracy  is  not  perfect 
I  can  report,  however,  that  the  lot  of 
the  poorest  family  I  know  in  the  United 
States  would  not  be  improved  by  chang¬ 
ing  places  with  the  average  Chinese  in 
Communist  Shanghai.  In  fact  the  poor 
of  America  would  be  counted  well  off  by 
the  standards  of  every  country  in  Asia.  ' 
The  Christian  churches  of  China  with¬ 
stood  the  Japanese  occupation.  Now  they 
face  a  severer  test.  That  test  is  the  Com¬ 
munists'  version  of  religious  freedom. 
Here  are  the  terms  under  which  the 
churches  will  be  allowed  to  carry  on 
their  work: 

Purge  all  imperialistic  influences.  Halt 
support  from  abroad.  Educate  followers 
against  the  evils  of  Imperialism,  feu¬ 
dalism,  bureaucratic  capitalism.  All  re¬ 
ligious  sects  must  be  unified. 

The  government  now  controls  the 
Christian  mission  schools,  not  by  law 
but  by  mob  agitation.  Chinese  church 
leaders  have  not  been  imprisoned  or 
Executed  by  the  government.  Commu¬ 
nist  gangs  have  lynched  some  who  re¬ 
fused  to  become  tools  for  Communist 
propaganda.  Government  officials  smile 
and  say,  "So  sorry.”

He  began  by  saying  that  we  had  come  a  long  way  from 
the  night  when  four  people  were  baptized  at  night  in  the  sea  by  the  Maleeon  for 
fear  of  persecution.  Now  we  were  privileged  to  meet  in  Central  Park  with  tbe  mu¬ 
nicipal  band  playing  our  hymns.  If  was  a  great  experience  for  all  of  us  and  we  aro 
thanking  God  for  such  a  wonderful  service.  There  is  a  fine  spirit  of  evangelism 
in  our  churches  in  Cuba.”

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NOTICE  OF  SUGGESTED  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGE 

The  following  recommended  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Union  of  Mississippi  are  submitted  for  consideration  now  and  will  be  voted 
upon  at  the  W.  M.  U.  Convention  March  20-22: 

ARTICLE  HI— Officers  • 

Section  2 — Election:  All  officers  with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer,  Young  People’s  Secretary,  B.  W.  C.  Chairman, 
Training  School  Trustee  and  Margaret  Fund  Chairman,  shall  bo 
nominated  (as  hereinafter  provided)  on  the  second  day  of  the 
annual  meeting;  election  shall  be  by  voice  except  in  case  of 
more  than  one  nominee,  when  election  shall  be  by  ballot.  The 
term  of  Convention  elected  officers,  not  to  exceed  six  years  and 
a  year  shall  elapse  before  eligible  for  election  to  the  same  office. 

ARTICLE  VIII — Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Board  shall  elect  seven  members  from  its  own  body  who, 
with  the  President,  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer,  Young  People’s  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  Recording  Secretary,  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  president,  who  shall  be  chair¬ 
man.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  transact  all  business  per- 
tainlng  to  the  B.  W.  M.  U.  between  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Board.  Six  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

I  TW  MIGHTY  WORKER  AS  GIVER 
OF  LIFE 

Hus  was  the  master  theme  of  His 
course  See  hot?  the  words  that  set  Him 
forth  as  the  giver  of  life,  the  ecurce  of 
life,  the  nourisher  of  life  prevadcs  His 
soeech  as  the  golden  thread  of  His 
thought  "I  have  come  so  that  they  might 
have  life  and  have  it  In  greater  measure” 
(The  New  Testament  in  Basic  English) ; 
•I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life;” 
•■j  an,  the  way.  the  truth,  and  the  life." 

He  gave  frequent  and  abundant  Illus¬ 
tration  of  the  fact  that  He  came  to  give 
life,  lie  brought  new  life  to  those  who 
were  depressed,  withered,  bound.  He  re¬ 
stored  physical  life  to  the  dead;  today 
He  gives  spiritual  life  to  those  who  are 
dead  in  trespasses  and  sins,  and  the  day 
Is  coming  when  He  will  raise  from  the 
dead  alt  who  belong  to  Him,  and  give 
them  glorious  bodies  like  unto  His  own 

body.  _ _  - 

II.  THE  MIGHTY  WORKER  AS 
STILLER  OF  THE  STORM 
Mark  4  35-41. 

Our  Lord  was  weary  from  the  abund¬ 
ant  labors  of  the  day.  He  had  listened 
to  the  stories  of  people  who  were  in 
trouble.  He  had  preached  to  them  pa- 
ttentlv.  opening  the  truth  to  their  under¬ 
standing,  and  had  felt  the  sympathy  that 
only  His  rreat  heart  could  feel.  Now 
the  day  was  over  and  He  was  weary. 
He  must  be  conceived  as  both  Son  of 
man  and  son  of  God.  Son  of  man  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  flesh;  Son  of  God  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Spirit.  As  Son  of  man.  He  was 
innocent  though  temptable.  subject  to 
hunger,  thirst,  and  weariness;  as  Son 
of  God,  He  endured  in  the  face  of  temp¬ 
tation,  remained  sinless  and  became 
holy.  Here  as  the  Son  of  man  He  was 
weary,  in  sore  need  of  pest.  And  while 
He  was  resting,  a  storm  swept  down 
upon  the  surface  of  the  little  sea  and 
whipped  it  into  angry  billows.  When  the 
boat  began  to  fill,  the  disciples,  who  had 
been  vainly  battling  ihe  fury  of  the 
tempest  woke  Him  to  say  that  they  were 
about  to  sink. 

As  the  head  of  the  company  and  also

works  of  mercy  and  wonder,  they  looked 
to  Him  to  help  them.  His  response  to 
their  need  and  their  evident  belief  that 
He  could  supply  It  was  immediate  and 
efficient  He  stilled  the  tempest  on  the

5.  His  help  Is  sufficient  to  your  need 
It  matters  not  what  your  need  is.  You 
are  poor?  He  can  give  riches  of  grace 
to  meet  your  every  need.  You  are  lone¬ 
ly?  He  can  give  you  the  comfort  of  His 
presence  being  consolation  in  every  hour 

sof  your  distress.  You  are  sick  of  heart? 
His  is  the  help  of  the  great  physician 
who  has  the  catholicon  for  every  ill  the 
spirit  or  flesh  is  -heir  to. 

6.  Here  is  the  case  of  a  lass  who  had 
died  while  her  fond  father  was  seeking 
help.  But  the  father  who  had  went  for 
help  to  the  Mighty  God,  and  in  his  God 
he  found  a  helper  whose  power  was 
limited  only  -by  the  father  s  faith.  The 
stricken  father  had  faith  in  the  hour 
of  darkness:  “He  when  the  face  of  God 
grew  dim,  held  through  the  dark  and 
trusted  Him.”  And  his  faith  had  its  ex¬ 
ceeding  great  reward. 

IV.  THE  MIGHTY  WORKER  GIVING 
OFFENSE 

Mark  6:1-6. 

He  was  doing  mighty  works,  no  doubt 
about  that.  He  was  endowed  with  sur¬ 
passing  wisdom  —  nobody  seemed  to 
doubt  that.  But  be^  they  all  knew  Him 
his  trade.  His  mother,  his  four  brothers 
and  His  sisters,  how  many  soever  there 
were.  But  He  is  but  a  carpenter  here  in 
ttve  village.  Just  an  ordinary  man,  a 
good  carpenter,  we  grant  you,  but  he  has 
been  right  here  all  his  life.  His  mother 
Is  but  a  poor  widow  and  her  children 
are  ordinary  folks.  How  does  He  as¬ 
sume  this  prominence? 

Instead  of  being  rich  and  glad  and 
proud  that  their  city  had  manifested  so 
great  power  and  humility  and  purity. 
Where  did  He  get  It?  Or  does  He  have 
it.  His  evident  greatness  made  them  to 
stumble  and  His  goodness  made  them 
bad.  I  know  only  a  very  few  more  piti¬ 
able  things.  Jealousy  of  a  fine  man  or 
noble  woman,  envy  that  will  drag  angels 
from  the  skies  to  soil  their  whiteness 
with  the  filth  of  its  dirty  dutch!  But 
maybe  these  were  only  poor  Ignorant 
people  who  could  but  hate  that  which 
they  could  not  equal  In  goodness  or  even 
Hderstand.  I  weald  be  glad  to  know 
that  there  was  la  Nasareth  some  good 
aid  gardnrr  or  shepherd,  some  old  moth¬ 
er,  or  better  yet,  some  fine  boy  or  girl 
whs  did  know  Him  and  lore  Him.

CAESAREA  HAS  REVIVAL 

The  revival  in  the  home  of  Cornelius  at 
at  Caesarea  and  recorded  in  the  10th 
Chapter  of  Acts,  set  a  magnificent  pat¬ 
tern  and  wherever  it  has  been  followed 
similar  results  have  been  obtained.  A 
casual  study  of  the  record  given  by  Luke 
reveals  three  parties  in  this  revival  and 
the  part  played  by  each.  Since  such  par¬ 
ties,  playing  similar  parts,  must  be 
present  in  every  revival,  let  us  consider 
this  revival  from  that  viewpoint.  The 
party  of  the  first  part  is  God,  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  the  people  and  the 
party  of  the  third  part,  the  preacher. 

What  part  did  God  play  in  this  revival?

He  preached,  not 
philosophy,  not  sociology;  but  Jesus— 
his  coming,  his  service,  his  suffering, 
his  death  and  glorious  resurrection,  and 
his  fulfillment  of  the  prophecy  “That 
through  his  name  whosoever  believeth 
in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins".
